SIR EDWARD COKE, Knt. 



Sir Edward Coke, son of Robert Coke and Wud* 
fred dfiughter and coheiress of William Koightley, 
was bom at Mileham in the county of Norfolk, 
1549. At the early age of ten years he was sent to 
the free school at Norwich, ^m whence he re- 
moved to Trinity college, Cambridge. In this nni- 
▼ersity he remained four years ; afterwards re- 
moyedto Clifford's Inn, London; and in the follow- 
ing year was entered a student of the Inner Tem<* 
pie. At the end of six years, a period much earli- 
er than was usual in those days, he was called to 
the Bar; and we are told by himself that he plead- 
ed his first cause in the Court of King's Bench in 
Trinity term 1578. In this cause he was employ- 
ed as counsel for Mr. Edward Denny, then vicar 
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vi LIFE OF 

of NortMngham in Norfolk, in an action of Scan" 
datum Magnatum, brought against him by Henry 
Lord Cromwell. About this period he was ap- 
pointed Reader at Lyon's Inn» an office which he 
held with considerable reputation for the space of 
three years. 

In consequence of his great reputation, and the 
increase of practice, he now turned his thoughts 
towards establishing himself ; and with that intent 
he fixed upon Bridget, dasghter and coheiress of 
John Preston, whom he married. With her 
he received a fortune ef 9^30,000, and not only 
became aUled to one of the best families in the 
county of Norfolk, bat also to the noblest hOuies 
in the kingdom. 

In consequence of this alUanco hw professional 
advances were rapid. He was ohoMii Recorder 
of the cities of Cwentry and Norwich. He was 
engaged in every' erase of knportance at West- 
minster Hadl, and ^as frequentiy consultied in 
l^e affaif s ot th^ CrdWn. His property and inflil-' 
enee in Norfolk pointed l^m out as a fit represen- 
tsative of the county, and he was accor^nlgly elect- 
ed member. ' In 1593^' he was appointed Sotioitor 
Genet ftl ; the following year. Attorney General ; 
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teid io the same year he was chosen Speaker of the 
fl«use of Commoiis. 

t 

The loss of his wife, by whom he had ten chil^ 
dren, alForded him an opportnnity of again ang*- 
menting his alliances ; and in 1578 he married 
Lady Hatton, the widow of Sir Christopher, and 
8ist6r to Lord Burleigh, afterwards Earl of Exeter. 
The marriage in this instance haying been per- 
formed with some irregulariCiesy he was prosecut- 
^ in tiie ArchMshop^s Court, and obliged to make 
the requisite snfomissioBs, in order to escape ex- 
communication and the penalties attached to it. 

' The most interesting cause that was assigned to 
iifm whilst Attorney Greneral, was that of the pro^ 
secution of the Earl of Essex, who with the - Earl 
of Southampton was indicted for high treason. 
** The attorney general Coke," says Mr. Hume, 
** opened the case against him, and treated him 
\nth all the cruelty and instance which that 
^at lawyer usually exerdsed against the unfor- 
tunate." In the month of May 16>03, soon after 
the accession of Jam^s I. the honor of Knighthood 
TTas conferred upon him ; and in the Jnly Avow- 
ing he managed the trial of Sir Walter Raleigb, 
who was accused and prosecuted for a supposed 
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plot against the govemmeat. Sir Edward Coke, in 
the managementof this trial, displayed so much ran-, 
conr against the prisoner, that it may not only be 
•deemed a great reflection on his own memory, bat 
even on the manners of the age. Traitor, Monster, 
Spider of Hell, are terms whichhe employed agunst 
an illustrious character who was under trial for 
Ufe and fortune, and who defended himself with 
an even temper and heroical courage. Nor was 
the Attorney General less to blame with respect to 
the high Court before whom he stood. His arro- 
gance was so conspicuous that Lord Cecil demand- 
ed (^ A« aume hither to direct them f Upon which 
he sat down and refused to utter another word, 
until he was solicited by aU the commissioujers, 
when he rose, and recapitulating his arguments^ 
Sir Walter was found guilty. 

On the disooYcry^of the gunpowder plot (1606) , 
Sir Edward Coke obtained great credit for his sa- 
gacity and vigilance, which he shewed in upravel- 
ling tiie facts relating to that extraordinary affair. 
Upon the trial of Garnet the Jesuit, a high compli- 
ment was paid him by Lord Cecil, who observed 
<< that the evidence had been so well distributed 
and opened by the Attorney General that he had 
^ever heard such a mass of matter better contract* 
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ed, nor made more intelligible to the jury." As 
A reward for his signal sendees on this occasion 
he was the same year appointed Lord Chief Justice 
of the Court of Conunon Pleas. Upon his being 
Called to the degree of Serjeant, in order to quali- 
fy him for his new dignity, he gave on his rings 
tiie following significant motto: ** Lbx esttutis-^ 
6IMA CASSIS. In 1613 he was appointed Chief Jus- 
tice of the King^s Bench, and one of the members 
of the Privy CounciL 

. It seems that King James had an intention of 
raising the Chief Justice to the Chancellorship upon 
the death or resignation of Egerton Lord Elles- 
mere, had not his Majesty been diverted from it 
by Sir Francis Bacon, who in a letter to James 
says, ** If you take my Lord Coke this will follow : 
First, your Majesty shall put an overruling nature 
into an overmUng place, which may breed an ex* 
treme. Next, you shall blunt his industries in 
matters of finances, which seemeth to aim at 
another place. And lastiy, popular men are no 
sure mounters for your majesty's saddle." 

In 1615 judicial proceedings were instituted 
against the murderers of Sir Thomas Overbary. 
Sir Thomas died on tiie 16th September 1613. 
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The Kijig sent to Sir Bdward Coke, and earnestly 
recommended him the moitt vigorousand imbiaaaed 
scrutiny; an iijunction which he executed with thq 
greatest industry and sererity* With •• small elvn^ 
given him^ he nnraTelbd moat carefoUy tiiewholA 
fa&byidnth of their guilt ; but his xeal.on tUke ifwAfk 
of die persons coBcemiMliu this affair was mlogM 
with a bittemesa aud fiiry tiiat aeem to have. Uk 
accorded, with the decompi and dl^tyof a }udge« 
On the trial of Mrs. Turner he scrupled not to af-* 
firm that she was guilty of seven deadly sins ; she 
was a whore; a bawd, a sorcerer, a witch> a pap^t> 
a felon, and a murderer* 

Many circamstances now concurred to hasten 
his fall. He had been led to oppose the King in 
a di^)ute relating to his. power of granting comr 
mendams, which gave great offence^to his Majes- 
ty, as he did not like his prerogative disputed even 
in points where it might be fairly questioned. 
His contest with the Lord Chancellor has beeft 
much blamed. It seems that the Chief Justice had 
heard and determined a cause in which it was re- 
ported there had been some juggling. The de- 
fendant, it appears, had prevailed on the plain- 
tiff's principal witness not to attend, or to give 
evidence in the cause, provided he could be ex- 
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-tuse^. An agent of tlie defendant oadnrtodl^ to 
excuse him : the agent to6k die «&tnete to a tti- 
' vern,caUed for a gallon of sadt^andhid hun diiiile : 
whilst in ^e act of dflnking the «gent <piitied Ifae 
room. When this witatsS wns called,' 1^ Court 
were iiilbrmed Ihat lie was unable to appear* . T3o 
prove this fact the agent was called; n^ deposed 
*' that he had le^ hifirili sttch aoondltioti thai if 
he continued ib it but a quarter of. aa hour he 
would be a delu! mafi.'' In con0l»quenoe of the 
'absence of this Tdtness a verdict w» given in 
favor of the defendant The pliuntiffli conceiving 
themselves aggrieved, sought relief in the- Oonrt 
of Chancer^ ; but the defendant having had judg- 
ment at common law; refhs^d to obey- tiui or- 
ders of the Court : upon this refusal the Lord Chan- 
ceUbr committed the defendant to prison* The 
def^endant afterwards petitioned the Court of Star 
Chamber against the Chancellor. "Hie Lord Chief 
Justice joined with them, fomented the difference, 
and threatened the Chancellor with a pramuuin : 
the Chancellor laid the matter before his Majesty, 
who after consulting Sir Francis Bacon his then 
Attorney General, and some othef lawyers,}t»tified 
the conduct of the Lord Chancellor^ and gave a 
suitable rebuke to the Chief Justice. 
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The oceaaion of the diigrace of the Chief Jiift» 
tiee is differently related by Roger Coke, who ia- 
forma na that he waa one of the first who felt the 
effects of the rinng fayoimte, ^lliers Duke of 
Buckingham. And we are informed by the author 
of the notes on T^^lson's Life of James, published 
in the 2d volume of Kennet's Complete History 
of England, '< that Sir Edward Coke lost the fovor 
of the King, and some time after his situation, for 
letting fall some words upon one of the trials im- 
porting his suspicion that Overbury had been poi* 
soned to prevent the discovery of another crime 
of the same nature committed upon one of the 
highest rank, whom he termed a sweet prince, 
which was taken to mean prince Henry." What- 
ever were the causes of his disgrace, which in all 
probability were many, he was brought upon l^s 
knees before the council at Whitehall, in June 
1616. The offences with which he was charged 
were stated by Yelverton, then Solicitor General..; 
and amongst other things he was accused of utter- 
ing speeches of lugh contempt in the seat of jus- 
.tice, and uncomely and undutiful carriage in the 
presence of his Majesty, the Privy Council, and the 
Judges. Shortly after these accusations had beesi 
alledged against him, he again appeared at tl^e 
councU table upon his knees, when he was inform- 
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W by Secretary ^nwood, that a report of what 
had passed at the previous oouncil, together with 
his answer, had been laid before his Majesty, and 
that too in the most fayonrable manner ; that his 
Mi^esty was in no ways satisfied, bat that notwith> 
st anding , as well out of his own clemency as in re- 
gard to the former services of his Lordship, the 
King was pleased not to deal heavily with him, and 
therefore had decreed, 1st. That he be sequestered 
from the council table until his majesty's favor 
should be farther known : 2d. That he forbear to 
ride the summer circuit as Justice of Assise : and 
3d. That during the vacation, while he had dme to 
live, privately and dispose himself at home, to take 
into his consideration and review his books of re- 
ports, wherein as his majesty is informed be many 
extravagant and exorbitant opinions set down and 
published for positive and good law j and if in re- 
viewing and reading thereof he find any thing fit 
to be altered or amended, the correction is left to 
his discretion. Among other things the King was 
not well pleased with the title of those books where- 
in he stiled himself '' Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land," whereas he could challenge no more but 
Lard Chief Justice of the King's Bench; and hav- 
ing corrected what in his discretion he found meet 
ia these reports,h]8 Majesty's pleasure was he should 
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bring the same prirately to himself that he migte 
consider thereof as in his princely judgment should 
be found expedient Herennto Secretary Win- 
vood adTised him fo conform himself in all duty 
tmd obe4ience as he ought, whereby he might hope 
that his Majesty in time would receive him again 
to his gracious and princely favor. To this the 
Chief Justice replied, that he did in all humili- 
ty prostrate himself to his Majesty's good plea- 
sure; that he acknowledged that decree to be just, 
and proceeded rather from his Majesty's exceed- 
ing mercy than his justice, gave thanks to tiieir 
Lordships for their goodness towards him, and 
hoped that his behaviour for the future would be 
such as would deserve their Lordships' favors. 

In the montii of October following, he was called 
before the Chancellor and forbid Westminster 
Hall, and also Required to answer several excep- 
tions against his reports. In November his Majes- 
ty was pleased to remove him from his high office 
of Lord Chief Justice. 

Low as Sir Edward Coke had fallen, he was af- 
terwards restored to his former credit and favor. ; 
but in order to effect this he proposed a match 
between the Earl of Buckingham's elder brother.^ 
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Sir John VilUers, and his youngest daughter by his 
second marriage . This proposition being the only 
one which presented itself to obtain the smiles of 
the favourite, however, proved a source of great 
unhappiness to him, by producing a long continued 
dispute and quarrel between himself and his wife, 
which was only terminated by the interference of 
Ills Majesty himself. However Sir Edward Coke 
gained his object, was restored to his seat at the 
Council Board, and Sir John Viltiers married his 
daughter. Though by this marriage Sir Edward 
Coke regained his seat, yet it cost him very dear. 
For besides ;i£! 10,000 paid in money at two instaK 
mentSyhe together with his son Sir Robert, did ptir- 
suant to the articles and direetions of the Lords of 
the Council, assure to Sir John Villiers a rent 
charge of 2000 marks per atmum during his Sir 
Edward Coke's lift, and 9^900 per ammm during 
the life of his wife if she survived her husband $ 
and after her decease the manor of Stoke in Buck-> 
inghamshire, of the value of £900 per annmiiy to 
Sir John Villiers and his Udy, and* to the heirs of 
her body. 

In the parliament which met in January 1621 
there was a great debate in the bouse of commons 
qpon points of conriderable importance, such as 
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the liberty of speech, the increase of popery, and | 

other grieyances. Of this parliament Sir Edward 
Coke was a member, who on account of his age, ex- 
perience, and dignity, was of great weight ; but it 
was very soon found that he resolved to act a part 
far different to what the Court or Buckingham ex- 
pected. He spoke warmly, and took every occa- 
sion to shew that proclamations against the tenor 
of acts of parliament were void. The houses being 
a4|oumed by the King's command in June, met 
again in November, when the comn4tmei^t of Sir 
Edwin Sands was warmly debated, and the com- 
mons protested against the invasion of their pri- 
vileges. The parliament waa prorogued on the 
21st of November, and on the 27th of the same 
month Sir Edward Coke was committed to the 
Tower, his chambers in the Temple broken open, 
and his pikers delivered to Sir Robert Cotton and 
Mr. Wilson for inspection. On the 6th of January 
1622 the parliament was dissolved; and on the 
same day Sir Edward Coke was charged with hav- 
ing concealed some true examinations in the case 
of the Earl of Somerset, and obtruding false ones. 
Soon after this he was released, but not without re« 
ceiving high marks of his Mf^esty's displeasure , for 
he was again dismissed the privy council ; the King ! 

giving him this character, that " he was the fittest j 

instrument for a tyrant that ever was in England.^ 
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In 1623 he was nominated with several others 
to whom considerable powers were given, to go 
over to Ireland ; which nomination, though accom- 
panied with high expressions of kindness and con- 
fidence, was made with no other view than to get 
him out of the way least he should prove trouble- 
some ; but he did not go. During the remainder 
of the reign of James he continued stedfast in his 
opinions ; neither does it appear he ever sought 
a reconcilement with the Court, for at the time of 
his Majesty's demise he was absolutely out of 
favor. 

At the commencement of the next reign, when 
it was found necessary to call a parliament, he was, 
in order to prevent his being chosen a member of 
it, pricked for Sheriff of Buckinghamshire. He 
was however elected to represent that county in 
the parliament which met in 1628. In this parlia- 
ment he distinguished himself more than any other 
member of it, in attempting to redress the griev- 
ances and support the rights and liberties of the 
people. The most important service which he ren- 
dered to his fellow citizens was in framing and 
proposing the " Petition of Rights ;" in support 
of which he spoke as follows : ** Was it ever 
If&oyn^ that general words were a sufficient satis^ 
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faction for particular grievances ? was ever a ver- 
bal declaration of the King the word of the Sove- 
reign ? When grievances are complained of, the 
parliament is to redress them. Did parliament 
ever rely on messages ? They have ever . put np 
petitions of their grievances, and the King has 
ever answered them. The King's message is very 
gracious ; but what is the law of the realm ? that 
is the question. I have no diffidence of his Majes- 
ty, but the King must speak by record, and in 
particulars. Did yon ever know the King's tnes- 
sage to come into a bill of subsidies ? All suc- 
ceeding Kings will say, Ye must trust me as you did 
my predecessor y and ye must have the same c»nfidgnce 
in iny messHges^ But messages never come into a 
parliament ; let us put a petition of right ; not 
that I distrust the King, but tiiat I cannot give 
trust except in a parliamentary way." 

This was the last of his public acts, and was 
justly esteemed the most explicit declaration of 
Englnh liberty which had at that time appeared. 
The parliament was very soon after dissolved, and 
Sir Edward Coke retired to his country seat in 
Buckinghamshire, where he ended his days in 
tranquillity, and in high estimation and respect. 
He died the 3d of September, 1634, in the«5tk 
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year of bis age. In his last monents he exhibited 
the utmost resignatioii to the dxrine will, and fi- 
nished his couree uttering the words ** thy will be 
done." 

The character of this g^eat lawyer has been ya- 
riously represented ; but it cannot be denied, that 
he was at once a zealous and falthfal servant of 
the Crown, nudntaining its just prerogative^ ; and 
as a senator he exhibited a laudable zeal for cor* 
recting abusesj from which nothing could deter 
him. 

In his person, Sir Edward Coke was well pro- 
portioned, and his features regular. He was neat, 
but not nice in his dress, and is reported to have 
said " that the cleanness of a man's clothes ought 
to put him in mind of keeping all clean within." 
He had great quickness of parts, deep penetration, 
a faithful memory, and a solid judgment. He met 
with various changes of fortune, was sometimes in 
power, and sometimes in disgrace ; but was so 
excellent at making the best of a disgrace^ that 
James used to compare him to a cat, who always 
fell upon her legs. He had many benefices in his 
own patronage, which he is said freely to have 
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g^ven to men of merit, declaring in his law lan- 
guage, that he would have law livings pass by li- 
very and seiain and not by bargain and sale. 

His learned and laborious writings, though they 
may be infected with the pedantry and quaintness 
of the times in which he lived, have been, and 
will be held in the highest estimation. Whoever 
wishes to obtain a profound knowledge of the laws 
of hb country, and the highest dignities of his 
profession, must devote his days and nights to the 
reading and contemplating the Volumes of Sir 
Edward Coke.
